C. G. Pearse of the Milwaukee Nor- 
mal is a member. The National Com- 
mission has formulated a very definite 
program 
embodying the following: 


The preparation, supply and compen- 
sation of teachers: 
the importance 


and needs of rural education: physi- 
cal and health education: the educa- 
tion of adult illiterates; the education 
of the immigrant: 
compulsory con- 


tinuation schools; the creation of a 
national department of education, and 
the extension of national cooperation 
-with the,states in strengthening the 
public schools. 


Much of what is planned must be 


obtained through legislation, federal 
and state. This movement originated 
in the National Education Association, 
and these commissions have been or- 
ganized for the purpose of securing 
the needed legislation, the importance 
of which cannot be overestimated. 


ACCEPTS LARGE QUOTAS 


This state will raise at least 50 per 


oent more for the United War Work 
Campaign than originally 
planned. 


This has been prompted by reason of 
the great needs of the Army Y. M. C. 
A., the Y. W. C. A., National Catholic

come within the immediate future, 
these war welfare agencies will have 
« tremendous task ahead of it in serv- 
ing the enlisted men of this country 
and our allies during the demobiliza- 
tion period.

FLU EPIDEMJC NO BETTER 


Unusually Large Number of Cases 


Reported Since Thursday — Clos- 


ing Ban Still On 


With 80 new cstse^a of influenza 


from Nov. 1st to noon yesterday, the 
epidemic situation in this city has not 
abated, and in fact is more serious 
than at any time within the past 
month. 
An average increase of 20 


to 25 cases per day since last Thurs- 
day doesn't give much assurance that 
the ban on schools, churches, movies 
and public entertainments may be lift- 
ed before another week at least, and it 
is possible that the closing order will 
be extended two or three weeks long- 
er. 


Health Commissioner von Neupert 


sent a report to the state board at 
Madison last Friday showing that up 
to that time the local physicians had 
cared for upwards of five hundred in- 
fluenza cases. A large majority of 
the patients have recovered and re- 
sumed their usual vocations.

CONFERENCE IS PRAISED 


Educational Journal Gheti National 


Rural Education and Country 


Life Conference Write.Up 


The National Rural Education and 


Country Life. Conference held in Ste- 
vens Point in September has been 
written up in many of the Educational 
Periodicals throughout the country. 
The Journal of Education published 
in Boston, Mase. prints the following 
in part: 


"Rural education and country life 


had a great opportunity 
for service 


and education at the Stevens Point. 
Wisconsin Normal School at the Na- 
tional Conference arranged by Hou 
J. L. McBrien of the U. S. Bureau of 
Education. 
It was the first of these 


conferences 
for the present school 


year, and it was decidedly the most 
successful of all that have been held. 


Fifteen 
^taton were represented. 


The attendance was the largest of all 
these conferences. At no session were 
there fewer than five hundred in at- 
tendance. There were sixty assigned 
speakers on the program of whom fif- 
ty confined themselves to rural edu- 
cation, and never have we known 
fewer trite sentences and fewer freak 
utterances. Practically every speaker 
spoke from experience: described de- 
monstrations told, what was being 
done rather than what use to be done 
or what ought to be done. 
Practically 


every latest thing in rural education 
was reported on. 


Wisconsin rural schools had an en- 


tire session as did those of Minnesota 
and North Dakota. Indeed eight states 
had adequate time for an intensive 
presentation of the latest work, and, 
strange to say, there was no duplica- 
tion. 


The really greatest contributions to 


the 
Conference 
were 
the sixteen 


charts on rural ecbool achievements 
of Wisconsin, charts 12 feet by 4 feet 
so clearly lettenad they could be read- 
ily read. If any other state has such 
conditions to report, and such a means 
of reporting them we have not known 
of it. State 9ua>t. Cary has done ft 
great work in a great way. 


In a later issue of the same journal 


special mention to made of the work 
of O. W. Neale, head of our Rural 
School Department. 


"He visits every graduate who goes 


into a rural school; corresponds with 
each of them an to their work. In the 
last term every stodent of rural school 
work is assigned a« assistant to some 
rural school teacher, and at least once 
the teacher to whom she is classed as 
assistant is expected to visit schools 
for a week or tb« major part of a 
week, and this normal school student 
poes out and takes entire charge of 
the school while fee teacher IB awaj- 
This is the real 
thing in practice 


teaching. Mr. N«sJe has in his Rural 
Department

services of the 


Science teachar of 
the 
Normal 


School, the Aijrteultnral Specialist, 
and two assistants. This is a worth 
while equipment and achieves real ef- 
ficiencv."

Wish that you could see our home. 


Ten of us in an old wine cellar with 
a stove and can'lles. so we have quite 
a pleasant home. Sleep on the floor 
with no matress, but we have eight 
blankets so it isr.'t ro bad. There is 
a little river, now famous, flows ri^ht 
by our door so we can keep fairly 
.lean. In the dugout next door they 
'iHv-e tkuric lights and we are trying 
to promote them for ourselves. 
That 


would be rather nice, but would prob. 
ably move the day that we had the 
lights in. 


Still gathering rock and repairing 


roads and up here we have done some 
really important work. 
The fellows

Hofsoos. caused intense sorrow for 
hundreds of Stevens Point people who 
knew this lovely young lady. 


The first knowledge of her illness 


came on Monday evening of last week 
and Mr. Hofsoos left that night 'or 
his daughter's bedside, reaching there 
Wednesday afternoon. 
Her condition 


was very critical at *hat time but she 
remained fully conscious during that 
afternoon and evening and conversed 
with her father for some time. 


The story of her illness, as related 


hy friends of the younj; lady and pub- 
lished at considerable length in the 
Lead l»;tily Call, H one of heroic sac- 
rifice and fully (iosemnir of the hijjh- 
i-«t commendation. 


Lead is u city <>f about 10.000 peo- 


ple, located in tin- famous Black Hills 
df South l>akota, and because of its 
extremely hi^rh alt.tude has always 
i'lrri regarded aj more than cnlmarily 
healthful. 
But when tin- influenza 


epidemic made its appi-arat.oc a month 
:ii,'o that mininir renter w;;.s hit harder 
than the average *o\\!.. two hundred 
cases developing :;, a frv, days, not 
only taxir.u the lapaiit;. >.f 'he large 
hospital but it vva.- necessary to trans- 
form several <.;her public buildings 
into places for the ,-are of the sick. 
Volunteer mirsts were al>o called for 
to go into the private homes and in 
response to this request Miss Hofsoos 
and her close friend. Miss Etta Pan- 
ielson, also a teacher at Lead, took 
charge of a family of nine people, all 
of whom had been stricken. 


A few days after beginning this 


work of mercy, Miss Danielson was 
taken with influenza and passed away 
last Wednesday. Miss Gladys also 
came down with the disease on Tues- 
day, 
Oct. 29th, pneumonia developing 


a few days later, and she, too, ans- 
wered the final summons at 2:15 o'- 
clock Thursday afternoon. Both girls 
truly gave up their lives in a noble 
cause. 
The remains were prepared for ship- 


ment to Stevens Point, leaving the 
South Dakota city Friday afternoon 
and arrived here on the Soo train at 
3:00 p. m. Sunday. They were taken 
to her late home on Brawley street 
and that evening transferred to Bos- 
ton's undertaking parlors, where fun- 
eral services were conducted at 11 o'- 
clock Monday morning by Rev. Theo.

Dennis Loughlin, for upwards of 


forty years a resident of the town of 
Stockton, where he owned valuable 
farm property, passed away at his 
home near Dorchester, Clark county, 
last Thursday and was buried in St.

How this school man would 
justify the action of the American 
Re4 CrosF in releasing certain select, 
ed nurses from military duty "and as- 
signing them to public health work 
among the civil population in France, 
I do not know. From his statement, 
he must surely take issue with Pres- 
ident Wilson whs says: "Next to the 
duty of doing everything possible for 
the soldiers at the front, there could 
be, it seems to me. no more patriotic 
duty than that of protecting the chil- 
dren." 


What advocates of retrenchment in 


all matters of public health fear, 
probably, is that care of civilian 
health necessitates neglect of the 
military, tf these people would pause 
to give reason as well as senti- 
ment s voice In their conclusion they 
would speedily realize what all ex. 
perience and authority 
indicate.— 
that the health of the army and navy 
cannot be divorced from the health 
of the civil population. 
From the 


civil population, 'he army and navy 
are drawn. To it. they return on fur- 
lough. All the attention in th« world, 
under these conditions, cannot stamp 
disease out of three per cent of the 
population (the soldiery) if it is ne- 
glected among the remaining ninety- 
seven pe- cent. The problem of car- 
ing for our army will be solved, there- 
fore, not by neglecting the rest of the 
population but by directing available 
medical resources so economically as 
U> serve both.
